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Juveniles And Crime 


In an address before the Women’s Rotary club of 
Boston recently Frederick Ayer Jr., former FBI 
agent, placed his finger on a sore spot in American 
life today when he blamed the glamorizing of crimi- 
nals in movies, television and comic books for the 
increase in juvenile delinquency. 


The responsibility for teen-age sex orgies, narco- 
tic addiction and other crimes, he declared, is shar- 
ed by parents with motion picture producers and 
others who glamorize the ‘‘quick buck”’ boys and 
their mink-coated girl friends. The fact that such 
stories and pictures may have a moral ending with 
the villains punished and virtue triumphant does not 
undo the harm, 


He pointed out that a noted child psychiatrist has 
said, ‘‘there were no bad children, only inadequate 
parents.”’ There are parents who place the easy dol- 
lar, flashy cars and night clubs above the need of 
setting a proper example for their own youngsters. 
The parent whose reading consists of the racing 
sheet and the lurid crime story and has-little or no 
time for guiding the teen-age son or daughter, is just 
as much at fault as the corrupt official. 


The views of Mr. Ayer are shared by many others 
who are close to the problem. Police Chief George 
A. Dane has long held the view that while movies 
and comic books have a lot to do with it, most of the 
things that contribute to juvenile delinquency go 
right back to the homes. 

Discussing the subject some time ago he told The 
Townsman; ‘‘Youngsters of today don’t have the 
same home life as we had years ago. They have 
baby sitters to take care of them now, and some have 
no one to take care of them. The fathers and mothers 
run out tea riuch. They are interested in their owt 
pleasures, whether its the movies or the night clubs, 
and let the children shift for themselves most of the 
time.’’ 

Adult standards in the past several years have 
deteriorated to the point that many govern their ac- 
tions according to what is pleasurable rather than 
according to what is right. With such examples be- 
fore them it is not difficult to see how many youngs- 


ters get into trouble.

Chapter 649 of the Acts of 1951, 
is as follows; 

‘*Bvery person operating a motor 
vehicle, before stopping said vehi- 
cle or making any turning movement 
which would affect the operation of 
any other vehicle, shall give a 
plainly visible signal either by 
means of the hand and arm in the 
manner hereinafter specified or by 
a suitable mechanical or electrical 
device or devices. Hand and arm 
signals shall be made as follows;— 

1. An intention to stop shall be 
indicated by extending the arm 
horizontally to the left of and be- 
yond the side of the vehicle. 

2. An intention to turn to the left 
shall be indicated by extending the 
arm horizontally to the left of and 
beyond the side of the vehicle and 
by moving the index finger to the 
left. 

3. An intention to turn to the 
right shall be indicated by extend- 
ing the arm horizontally to the left 
of and beyond the side of the vehi- 
cle and by moving the hand in a 
clockwise circle.’’
